The world began at Damascus and 
will end there. 
From its early days the history of 
Damascus has been stormy, declares 
William Jordan Rapp in an article in 
the New York Times. The origin of 
the city is unknown and there is much 
bo confirm the popular belief that it 
is the oldest contniuous city in 
the 
world. 
It is mentioned a number of 
times in Genesis. 
Abraham’s stew 
ard is called “Ellezer of Damascus”. 
David made a successful expedition 
against the city for the aid it gave 
his enemy, Hadadezer, king of Zoab, 
Throughout the region of 
Solomon, 
Rezon, who established a dynasty in 
Damascus, seems to have been in con­ 
stant conflict with the kingdom 
of 
Israel. 
In peaceful times May is the best 
season in which to pay Damascus 
visit, for then the plain of the Ba- 
rada River, in whose midst the city 
stands, is covered with 
a 
brilliant 
carpet of wild flowers. 
Walnut, ap 
ricot, lemon and orange trees in the 
gardens surrounding the city are in 
full foilage. This brilliant oasis, with 
minarets rising 
from 
hundreds 
of 
mosques, Bedouins of the desert re­ 
gard as the next thing to pardaise. 
In accordance with the description 
given in the Koran, Arabs picture 
paradise as an orchard, traversed by 
streams 
of 
flowing waters, where 
grow the most delicious fruits. This 
ideal appeared to the natives of that 
sterile region to be realized at 
Da 
mascus. 
Damascus has 
a 
population 
of 
about 300,000 souls, four-fifths being 
Moslems. 
Their other fifth is made 
up of Christians and Jews. 
Among 
the Christian members of the Greek 
Orthodox 
Church 
predominate, but 
there are also Roman Catholics, Mar- 
onites, Gregorians (largely 
Armen­ 
ian refugees from Cilicia) and a few 
Protestants. 
The Moslems subdivide 
into Arabs, Circassians, Druses and 
Kruds—nationalistic divisions which, 
in the case of Druses, is heightened 
by a fanatical secretarianism. 
Much 
rivalry and hatred exists. 
The city has three distinct quarters 
—Moslem, Christian and Jewish. 
It 
is said that there is no other 
city 
where customs have changed so little 
during the ages. The Jews as near­ 
ly resemble those of the time of Paul 


as can 
be 
imagined. 
Scarcely any 
other people in the world has adher­ 
ed so tenaciously to the very letter of 
the religious code. 
The Moslems are also tenacious of 
their religion and of 
their 
institu­ 
tions. Often at non you will find nets 
drawn over the fronts of many Mo­ 
hammedan shops. 
Peering through 
these you will see the 
shopkeepers 
busily engaged in performing genu­ 
flections nad in singing the chants of 
the Moslem prayer. In fact, it is dif­ 
ficult to get away from the sight of 
kneeling figures. 
The chief occupation of Damascus 
is trade., Here the Bedouins, inhabi­ 
tants of the great desert, come to dis­ 
pose of their surplus animlas and to 
purchase clothes andt rinkets. 
Here 
the pilgrims from all Syria gather 
for the great haj to Mecca. To the 
bazaars they bring whatever 
they 
have to sell and take away all they 
require for their long journey. 
It is 
in the bazaars that Damascus lives 
between sunrise and sunset. 
The greatest bazaar of Damascus 
is the Suk-et-Tawileh, or Long Baz­ 
ar. 
This 
street 
which 
is 
called 
Straight” mentioned in the New Tes­ 
tament, and is now covered with a 
roof corrugated 
iron. The 
recent 
French bombardment is reported

have done much damage to this ba­ 
zaar. 
Youc ome to the silk bazaar, which 
is especially interesting because 
of

be found in any of the other bazaars. 
Here are shawls and

kimonas, of brilliantly colored

cloth woven wkh elaborate designs in 
silver and gold. Further along is the 
cotton bazaar, dedicated to mattress 
makers and to wool-carders. 
Then 
comes the spice market, where drugs 
and spices are displayed in intermin­ 
able rows of boxes and glasses. 
There are also bazaars of the join­ 
ers, the goldsmith and the cobblers— 
the latter displaying brightly colored 
eastern shoes hung in festoons round 
the dim caves of the little shops. 
Another of the great covered ba­ 
zaars is the Suk-el-Arwan, or Greek 
bazaar, where daggers, armor, vari­ 
ous weapons, carpets, cloth, antiquit- 
coins, gems, pipes, 
tobacco and 
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les, 
sweets are importunately offered to 
strangers. 
Here a sword or dagger 
of the famous old Damascus 
steel 
can occasionally be picked up. 
The brass industry, however, seems 
to be on the decline. There is a pro­ 
verb that runs: 
“Brass work

born in Aleppo. It grew up in Cairo.

BAVARIANS ENTER PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW BEER TAX 


Berlin, 
April 
9.—When 
Finance 
Minister Reinhold attempted to 
in­ 
crease by one-third the already fair­ 
ly heavy taxes on the production of 
beer he encountered bitter opposition 
from Bavaria. 
Bavarians protested 
so strongly, 
indeed, that the Government decided 
to postpone the application of the new 
tax until the beginning of 1927. 
But in making that decision Chan­ 
cellor Luther and Minister Reinbold 
met the opposition of Sir Andrew Mc- 
Faydean, Commissioner of controlled 
revenues in Brelin. It is his job to 
see that during the present year the 
German controlled revenues bring to 
the reparation fund 25,000,000 marks 
($62,500,000), and unless the tax on 
beer is increased Sir Andrew fears 
that this sum will not be collected. 
About a week ago, before leaving 
Berlin for a holiday, Sir Andrew ex­ 
pressed to Luther and Reinhold 
his 
fears and his intention of using his 
right of protest under the reparations 
plan. 
A protest, however, is a thing the 
German Government wishes to avoid, 
because it might convey the impress­ 
ion that Germany is seeking to avoid 
reparation payments. This si not the 
case and, threefore, the German Gov­ 
ernment and the 
McFadyean 
have 
reached a comproimse. The beer tax 
feared by the Bavarians will not be 
applied before June 30. 
Meanwhile, according 
to the rep­ 
arations plan, the entire question of 
the authority of the agent for con­ 
trolled revenues will be brought be­ 
fore 
a ajpecial arbitration 
Judge, 
who was a neutral in the World War 
and who will be 
appointed by the 
president of The Hague Court. 
This is only the first of 
similar 
difficulties which are sure 
to 
arise 
in applying the reparations plan. The 
greatest spirit of conciliation is evi­ 
dent on both sides.

of Abraham Lincoln. 
On June 10, 1867, his sixty-one day 
trial began.

acquittal. 
A fter three days’ ballot­ 
ing the judge was informed that the 
jury was divided and “could not pos­ 
sibly make a verdict”.

mained until June 22 of the follow­ 
ing year. 
He was then released 
on 
twenty-five thousand dollars’ bail. 
Three months later, the

of proving that S urratt took part in 
the assassination of President

coln, atempted to press charges

learned th at the two-year limitation 
for such an indictment made a trial 
on these charges impossible and the 
court freed John Surratt 
from fur­ 
ther duress. 
After attempting a profitless

BAVARIANS ENTER PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW BEER TAX 


Berlin, 
April 
9.—When 
Finance 
Minister Reinhold attempted to 
in­ 
crease by one-third the already fair­ 
ly heavy taxes on the production 
of 
beer he encountered bitter opposition 
from Bavaria. 
Bavarians protested 
so strongly, 
indeed, that the Government decided 
to postpone the application of the new 
tax until the beginning of 1927. 
But in making that decision Chan­ 
cellor Luther and Minister Reinbold 
met the opposition of Sir Andrew Mc- 
Faydean, Commissioner of controlled 
revenues in Brelin. 
It is his job 
to 
see that during the present year the 
German controlled revenues 
bring to 
the reparation fund 26,000,000 marks 
($62,500,000), and unless the tax on 
beer is increased Sir Andrew fears 
that this sum will not be collected. 
About a week ago, before leaving 
Berlin for a holiday, Sir Andrew ex­ 
pressed to Luther and Reinhold 
his 
fears and his intention of using his 
right of protest under the reparations 
plan. 
A protest, however, is a thing the 
German Government wishes to avoid, 
because it might convey the impress 
ion that Germany is seeking to avoid 
reparation payments. This *i not the 
case and, threefore, the German Gov­ 
ernment and the 
McFadyean 
have 
reached a comproimse. The beer tax 
feared by the Bavarians will not be 
applied before June 30. 
Meanwhile, according 
to the rep­ 
arations plan, the entire question 
of 
the authority of the agent for con 
trolled revenues will be brought be­ 
fore 
a sjpecial arbitration 
Judge, 
who was a neutral in the World War 
and who will be 
appointed 
by 
the 
president of The Hague Court. 
This is only the first of 
similar 
difficulties which are sure 
to 
arise 
in applying the reparations plan. The 
greatest spirit of conciliation is evi 
dent on both sides.

Convinced that there was

American detective on board, and be­ 
wildered by his own imagination, Sur­ 
ratt confessed to Dr. McMillan, 
the

an effort to obtain protection and ad 
vice. 
Either feeling it was his duty 
or 
with a desire to collect the 
reward 
still offered for Surratt, the doctor 
on September 26, informed the Unit 
ed States Consulate at Liverpool of 
the presence of the 
fugitive.

to Washington, hut to his surprise 
on October 13, received the following 
from the Acting Secretary of State 
“I have to inform you that, upon i

War ami Judge Advocate General, it 
is thought advisable that no action he 
taken in regard to the arrest of the 
supposed John Surratt at present 
The only explanation that has ever 
been given for this action, and 
the 
subsequent delays in

and was not anxious to reawaken the

Joseph H. Bradly, Sr., Sur­ 
ratt’s leading counsel, lost his

per and challenged the judge to

While 
in 
Washington, 
St. 
Marie, the fellow-Zouave had betray­ 
ed him, was “in constant, though ap­ 
parently groundless, terror of being 
assassinated”, and 
when 
St. Marie 
suddenly appeared on the stand 
to 
testify, 
newspaper 
correspondents 
present noted “a single, deadly glance 
passed between him and Surratt.” 
More than two hundred witnesses 
were examined some of whom testi­ 
fled th at Surratt was in Washington 
on April 14, 1865, the day of the as­ 
sassination. 
But the 
defense was 
able to impress eight of the 
jury, 
seven of whom were southern born, 
that Surratt’s alibi was sufficient for 
acquittal. 
After three days’ ballot­ 
ing the judge was informed that the 
jury was divided and “could not pos­ 
sibly make a verdict”. 
They 
were 
dismissed and Surratt sent back to 
the old Capitol prison, where he re­ 
mained until June 22 of the follow­ 
ing year. 
He was then released 
on 
twenty-five thousand dollars’ bail. 
Three months later, the 
prosecu­ 
tion, realizing the apparent futility 
of proving that Surratt took part in 
the assassination of President 
Lin­ 
coln, atempted to press charges 
of 
conspiracy and treason. 
It was then 
learned that the two-year limitation 
for such an indictment 
made a trial 
on these charges impossible and the 
court freed John Surratt 
from fur­ 
ther duress. 
After attempting a profitless 
lec­ 
ture tour, he settled in Baltimore and 
many years was employed by one of 
the Chesapeake steamship companies. 
The remainder of his life was 
un­ 
eventful, and his death occurred early 
in May, 1916—fifty-one years after it 
would have taken place had he been 
tried by the same tribunal that sent 
his mother to the gallows.
